within Tri-Town, looking for the paths less travelled, 
giving you descriptive details of what you will find, 
including parking, historical relevance, difficulty, and 
geography, and hopefully entice you to visit them yourself 
and take advantage of the natural beauty of your Tri- 
Town. 

The first place we visited was Church's Field on 
Mattapoisett Road in Rochester, a 32-acre property owned 
and maintained by the Rochester Land Trust. 

The Rochester Land Trust acquired this land in 
2010 from George Church, a descendent of a notable hero 
of the King Philip's War, Benjamin Church. 

Church's Field, according to the Rochester Land 
Trust, was originally part of a colonial grant given to 
Benjamin Church in the 1600s by the King of England. 

The Church Family farmed the land and sold 
timber sawed at their river mill to the Mattapoisett 
shipbuilding industry. 

There is off-road parking nearby the Church's 
Field sign, the ground being relatively high and dry 
despite the spring thaw that saturated a few spots along 
the trail through the woods. 

Walking across the field, the path begins nearby 
the Rochester Land Trust sign, which features information 
about the flora and fauna of the property, as well as a 
simple map of the trail. 

The path is wide and mulched, soft beneath the 
foot, and starts off meandering into a holly tree grove, 
with scattered holly trees dwarfed beneath tall, mature 
pines that make up the canopy above. 

It is a peaceful wood, far enough away from the 
road and the highway to give one that much needed sense

that you are indeed escaping the rush of the world, left 
alone for a while to just admire the mossy outcroppings 
of glacial rocks that, despite the passing of time, have laid 
there, patient witnesses of days gone by. 

The trail crosses a few muddy patches, which 
will dry up as the spring moves toward summer. There 
are some wooden planks laid down for walkers to avoid 
the mud - a little rickety and precarious at times, but just 
the kind of "bridge" to help the young imaginative ones 
avoid the alligators and quicksand. 

The path veers left and, after another stretch of 
planks and another bit of muddiness, the view opens up 
and a river runs through it. Approaching the riverbank, 
you can see the ruins from the old Church Saw Mill 
beside Church Falls, and long pine tree trunk benches line 
the bank, the perfect spot to take a break and admire the 
scenery before making the last stretch of the loop. (Look 
over the bench before you sit down, though. There was a 
bit of duck "remnants" in some spots.) 

The trail continues along an ancient stone wall 
before opening back up and, before you know it, you 
are back in the field - you take one last look behind you, 
another deep breath of spring air after the approximately 
half -hour journey at a moderate pace, back to your car. 

On March 14 when I visited Church's Field, I 
followed the duck tracks in the patches of early spring 
snow back to the field, where a hawk sitting up on high in 
a tree bid me farewell as I made my way across the field,

back to the office to finish my day. 

I look forward to returning throughout the season 
to rediscover Church's Field, with leaves on the trees and 
the wild flowers along the river I hear are quite pretty in 
the summer.

While in college and for some years afterwards, 
Dunn was in a band that played throughout the greater 
Boston area, New England and New York City while also 
working 'regular 7 jobs to help pay the bills.

Attorney for Accused Firefighter Speaks Out

The attorney for Lieutenant Patrick Saltmarsh 
says the Town of Mattapoisett 7 s " wrongful accusations' 7 
against Saltmarsh have now opened the Town up to the 
risk of the exposure of some dubious information about 
Saltmarsh 7 s fellow firefighters. 

Saltmarsh is accused of allegedly embezzling 
$1,345 from the Firefighters Association "despite a total 
lack of evidence, 77 as Attorney Philip Beauregard stated in 
a press release dated March 11, the day Saltmarsh stood

before a Wareham District Court Judge during a show 
cause hearing. 

"In late summer 2013, Lt. Saltmarsh learned 
that Captain [David] Scott had engaged in disturbing, 
inappropriate behavior that jeopardized the department 
and the relationships among the firefighters/ 7 stated 
Beauregard. 

Beauregard wrote that Saltmarsh reported 
the matter to Chief Murray and, while the Town was 
considering terminating Scott's employment with the 
Fire Department, Beauregard said Chief Murray "quickly 
vetoed" the termination.

phone interview after sending the press release to The 
Wanderer. 

Beauregard says Chief Murray " obviously felt 
threatened" by Saltmarsh' s accomplishments in fire 
service in the department and out in the community 

"It is apparent that Chief Murray and Captain 
Scott have an axe to grind with Lt. Saltmarsh," says 
Beauregard. 

Over the phone, Beauregard said it appears as 
though the Fire Department wants to get rid of Saltmarsh, 
and the Town is backing Chief Murray. 

According to Beauregard, Murray and Scott 
have "misled" the Police Department into seeking the six 
embezzlement charges against Saltmarsh for transactions 
that occurred while Saltmarsh was the treasurer of the 
association. 

One count is for the embezzlement of $20, which 
Beauregard maintains was for a firefighter seminar. At 
least one other of the questionable withdrawals using the 
association's ATM card, Beauregard maintains, was for 
food for the firefighters after a call. 

He added that the Town has refused to accept any 
of the funds Saltmarsh offered to pay back upon hearing 
the accusations and is following through with the criminal 
charges. 

"These vendettas are taking a toll on Lt. Saltmarsh 
and his family," stated Beauregard. "The insistence on 
pursuing these charges will now necessarily lead to public 
revelation of information and documents that will result 
in a clear showing that Lt. Saltmarsh never misused any 
of the $1,300 funds for which he now stands irresponsibly 
accused..." 

Saltmarsh and his attorney are now expecting 
a summons to appear for an arraignment at Wareham 
District Court in the foreseeable future. 

Beauregard said Saltmarsh will be entering a plea 
of not guilty, and a subsequent pre-trial hearing will be 
scheduled soon after. 

Saltmarsh is still on paid administrative leave 
for a separate matter, pending the Town's investigation 
of a medical emergency-related incident that occurred on

Beauregard explained that Saltmarsh was 
reprimanded after calling the police to dispatch an 
ambulance to the bank across the street from the Fire 
Station on County Road. According to Beauregard, 

Saltmarsh was faulted with not personally running across 
the street to the incident. Beauregard defended Saltmarsh, 
saying he followed the order of dispatch according to 
the Town's policy, and, hearing the sirens arriving on 
the scene, Saltmarsh believed the situation to be under 
control. 

So far, Town Administrator Michael Gagne has 
declined to comment on either the criminal charges or the 
personnel matter. 

The Wanderer forwarded Beauregard's press 
release to Gagne, Murray, and Police Chief Mary Lyons 
for comment and received no response before press time. 

The Wanderer also attempted to locate the medical 
emergency incident in the police log archives and in the 
police scanner recordings from December 12, but was 
unable to pinpoint the incident, which Saltmarsh told 
Beauregard took place at about 8:00 am that morning. No 
calls to the bank were logged on that morning, and the 
police scanner recording did not reveal anything about 
the call.

What is the job of a police matron, you may be 
asking right now. 

Matrons are on-call female employees whose 
responsibility is to supervise female prisoners and assist 
with other procedures such as the patting down and 
searching of the body of a female in police custody 

As per the request of Rochester Police Chief Paul 
Magee, selectmen appointed Ashley Daniel and Kelly 
Massey as matrons to the Police Department on March 17, 
the only two applicants for the two openings. 

Daniel is currently a part-time dispatcher for the 
department, and Massey is an animal control officer for 
the Town of Mattapoisett. 

Chief Magee described the position as 'Very very 
part time/ 7 and the two women will only be called when a 
female is taken into custody. The two new employees will 
attend training for the position later this month. 

In other matters, Selectman Richard Nunes 
motioned to hold a joint meeting of the three Tri-Town 
Boards of Selectmen, the Finance Committees, and the 
ORR School Committee to discuss the recently disclosed 
cyber hacking, which led to the theft of over $100,000. 

A date was not scheduled, but Chairman Naida 
Parker said she would provide some possible dates for the 
other towns to consider. The vote to hold the meeting was

Also during the brief meeting, there was some 
good news and some bad news. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera began 
with the bad news, telling selectmen that the snow and ice 
removal budget is now at a $40,000 deficit as of today. 

"I thought it might have been a little worse than 
that/ 7 said LaCamera. "Hopefully it stops snowing soon/ 7 
he added, while Parker crossed her fingers. 

LaCamera then knocked on wood. 

Unfortunately, reported LaCamera, the Town will 
not be receiving as much Chapter 70 money from the state 
this year to supplement the school budget. 

LaCamera said they were all disappointed as they 
were hoping for more money this year in reimbursements. 
Alas, the house and the senate have already voted 
unanimously to accept the state aid numbers and, as 
Parker pointed out, "They're not gonna back down" when 
it comes to the governor signing the budget. 

Keeping with budget talks, selectmen were 
glad to hear that the ORR School Committee approved 
their FY15 budget, acquiescing to Rochester's requested 
number for their assessment for the junior and high 
school. LaCamera added that Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School also approved their 
budget, keeping with the assessment Rochester was 
hoping for. 

There was more good news for selectmen

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

What about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as brocolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

Committee Member Margherita Baldwin put it, when 
it comes to how effective the Town's grant writer has 
been in obtaining funding for projects to supplement the 
budget. 

The Finance Committee is certain that it wants 
to eliminate the grant writer position from the fiscal 
2015 budget, but on March 12, selectmen were still not 
convinced. 

It took a while before finally raising the topic 
that prompted selectmen to attend the meeting with 
the FinCom, but when it finally came up, Selectman 
Jonathan Henry advocated strongly in favor of keeping 
Development Specialist Pamela Marean as the grant 
writer for the Town of Marion. 

"When it comes to making cuts, we got to be 
involved in that discussion/ 7 said Henry "When it comes 
to cutting people ... I thought, we got to jump in." 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard said 
the committee was trying to maintain a level-service 
budget in order to avoid cutting out other positions, like 
special officers from the Police Department. 

Henry had his own idea on how to balance the 
budget without cutting Marean 7 s position. He suggested 
shaving a fraction of a percent from every budget across 
the board, saying that, because it was such a small 
amount, the departments would not feel the pinch. 

FinCom was not buying it. 

"There's got to come a point when there's 
no longer any meat [to cut]," said Selectman Stephen 
Cushing. "There's only bone. And once you start cutting 
bone . . ."Cushing trailed off, wringing his hands. 

"I don't think it is fair to the departments that are 
working hard to keep a bare bones budget," said Baldwin. 

Finance Committee members looked over 
a report Marean submitted to them - a report of her

accomplishments in obtaining grants for the Town - but 
FinCom members were not buying that, either. 

Minard mentioned that committee members had 
spoken to certain departments, including the Board of 
Health, and said it looked as though Marean was unfairly 
taking credit for some of the grants listed in her report. 

"It raised some flags/ 7 said Baldwin. She then 
asked, "Have we got the right grant writer? Are we going 
after the right grants?" 

She asked Henry about what the Town had 
received in return for the investment in the grant writing 
position. 

"Well, those are questions that we [the selectmen] 
have to answer," said Henry. 

Minard said the meeting was not about simply 
picking on the grant writer. 

Having said that, some departments, according 
to Minard, say that it would be easier to just skip over the 
extra step of collaborating with Marean when going after 
grants relevant to their departments. 

"Basically, it's very difficult to work in the 
environment ...That is, availability, following- through, 
[and] personality," he said frankly of Marean. "The results 
speak for themselves. There aren't any, really." 

Sure, he had higher expectations, but Henry tried 
convincing the committee that Marean just has not had 
enough time to establish herself and produce, saying it 
takes time to learn about which grants to go after and 
where to look for them. 

"That's a long learning curve," said one FinCom 
member. 

"With all due respect," said Minard to Henry, "I 
look at it a little different." He pointed out that, although 
Marean takes much of the credit for one $1 million grant, 
and he does give her some credit, "I just don't think we're

getting the bang for the buck here/ 7 

Concerned that the conversation was turning 
toward more of a personnel matter, Minard cautioned 
everyone to be careful with what they say, since personnel 
matters are usually discussed behind the veil of executive 
session. 

Besides, above all, improving the Town's free 
spending issues are "way more important than a grant 
writer/ 7 said Minard. 

After some back and forth discussion, selectmen 
chose to take no action that evening; rather, they would 
further the discussion during the Board of Selectmen 
meeting on March 18. 

The Finance Committee Chairman bookended the

meeting with comments on how the Town's bond rating 
was not looking so great when specifically compared to 
Mattapoisett's. 

In regard to things such as capital projects that the 
Town has been putting off for too long, different elements 
within the budget, and the Town's bond rating, Minard 
said they would soon have to make some very difficult 
decisions. 

"Whatever you guys could do to help would be 
great/ 7 Minard told the selectmen. "Pretty soon, you're 
going to run into the wall. And, frankly, we're getting 
close to it." 

Also during the meeting, it turns out Upper Cape 
Cod Regional Technical High School has been billing 
Marion for a student who is a Mattapoisett resident while, 
at the same time, also billing Mattapoisett for the same 
student. And at "$15,000 a whack," said Minard, probably 
for about six to seven years. 

Minard said no one - not anyone within 
the Massachusetts Department of Education or the 
Upper Cape Superintendent's Office - would accept 
responsibility for the error. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson, as well as 
Finance Director Judith Mooney is looking further into 
the matter. 

Fire Chief Thomas Joyce made his pitch for a new 
generator and pumper, two items slated as articles on the 
Annual Town Meeting warrant. FinCom had yet to decide 
on whether or not to recommend the articles to Town 
Meeting, and still took no vote during the meeting.

asking them to consider cutting Marean' s position from 
the budget. FinCom said in the memo, and during a 
March 13 joint meeting with selectmen, that the amount 
of grant money has not increased as anticipated since 
Marean was hired two years ago. 

Henry cautioned the selectmen to think carefully 
before making a final decision. 

"Common sense will tell you it wouldn't take 
very many grants to offset ... the money that's expended 
for this purpose/ 7 said Henry. He acknowledged that 
Marean had a more productive first year than her second 
year culling for grants, saying it was due to the economy 
and the fluctuating availability of grant money. He said 
that is just "the nature of the animal/ 7 

"I think in a time of austerity it's even more 
important, 77 stated Henry, " to go after these things ... I 
think it's bad timing. .." 

Just give it one more year, Henry suggested to 
the board. And maybe tweak the position, change the 
management, and give Marean a chance to deliver. 

Selectman Stephen Cushing concurred, saying, "It 
may not bear fruit right off the bat ... I 7 m willing to give 
this one more year and we'll visit it again. 77 

"Some towns would give their left arm for a grant 
writer, 77 said Henry. 

Chairman Jonathan Dickerson was somewhat 
reluctant when it was his turn to speak. 

"You gotta admit, though, we haven't gotten the

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investment to demolish the old one and replace it with 
a new one. He said downsizing to a smaller tank would 
result in cleaner drinking water and provide ample 
storage of water. 

The cost to replace the water tower is 
approximately $96,000. 

In other business, the board approved the police 
chief's request to require a permit for door-to-door 
solicitors in an attempt to control the activities, while 
keeping tabs on the whos, whats, wheres, and whys of 
solicitors in Marion. 

The board approved the chief's $20 permit fee, 
and solicitors will be required to carry this permit on 
their person while conducting their business in town. 
The permit will be valid for one year and only applies 
to commercial solicitors; not religious groups, political 
groups, or Girl Scouts. 

Also approved was the building commissioner's 
request to charge potential applicants who want to 
conduct a plan review prior to applying for a building 
permit a $25 fee. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey often puts in several hours 
consulting with residents and reviewing their plans and, 
many times, these individuals do not follow through with 
the application process. 

"Just to make sure it's only serious people," said 
Dawson about the reason behind the new $25 fee. 
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The fee will be non-refundable, but it will be 
applied to the building permit fee should the applicant 
move forward with the project. 

Lastly, Dawson briefed the board on a two and 
a half -hour conference call that he, the treasurer, and the 
finance director had with representatives from Standard 
and Poor's Rating Services on March 14 where the 
discussion was mainly about monitoring the Town's bond 
rating in anticipation of a tentative future upgrade. 

Dawson said the feedback was positive, and an 
upgrade would save the Town millions of dollars over the 
years when borrowing money for capital projects. 

The public hearing for Wave Restaurant was 
continued until April 1 to allow for the proper notification 
of abutters. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is April 1 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 

House. 

High Tech Septic Proposed for Development 

Mattapoisett Planning Board- 
By Marilou Newell 
A Brandt Beach Road housing development may 
get a different type of septic system, something that is 
already in use in many areas, but new for Mattapoisett. 
Attorney John Williams, partner and legal representative 
for the project, came before the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board to discuss a plan modification and to propose 
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upgrading the septic to a 'Bioclere' system. 

Williams said it has become apparent that the 
current real estate market has no appetite for two- 
bedroom homes. His original development plans included 
two-bedroom single-family homes as well as three- 
bedroom homes for a total of 90 bedrooms once all the 
homes are built. That figure was arrived at when the plan 
included a traditional trickle septic system with common 
holding tank for all the homes in the development. The 
Bioclere system (a proprietary system) would allow 
greater flow and improved wastewater treatment. 

From the website of AquaPoint located in New 
Bedford, a designer and installer of these systems states: 
". ..classic trickling filter systems have been used for over 100 
years for wastewater due to the simplicity and reliability of the 
process. .."It goes on to say, "Bioclere is a trickling system 
over a clarifier that uses fixed-film treatment with varying 
organic and nutrient concentrations. " The website also 
points out that some of the advantages of this filtration 
system are the reduction in nitrogen concentrations, as 
well as digestion and mineralization of sledge. Johnson 
also pointed to another benefit noted by the website: The 
system can handle greater volumes of wastewater. He 
said that with the septic upgrade, pegged to cost $400,000, 
the board might be favorable to a move to allow all the 
houses to be three bedrooms. By allowing the increased 
number of bedrooms, Johnson impressed upon the board, 
the parcels would be more attractive to potential buyers. 

After further discussion, the board members 
agreed that if Johnson installed this better system, he 
could move forward with the increased number of 
bedrooms. He was told to update his plans to include 
the newer septic system, and they would approve the 
amended plans. Johnson will return for that approval 
during the next scheduled meeting. 

Earlier in the evening, Tree Warden Roland Cote, 
along with resident Dorothy Nunes of 18 River Road, 
petitioned the board for removal of a diseased maple 
tree located on the Nunes property situated on scenic 
roadway. Although the Planning Board has jurisdiction of 
trees along scenic byways in town, they deferred to Cote's 
expertise in this matter. Nunes received approval to have

Pool on Reservation Road a Concern 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 
A request for a Notice of Intent to construct 
a 12-foot by 24-foot in-ground swimming pool, a 
retaining wall, and a patio at 17 Reservation Road was 
discussed at Wednesday evening's meeting of the Marion 
Conservation Commission. 
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The applicant, Gale P. Runnells, was represented 
by Rick Charon of Charon Associates of Rochester, MA. 

The proposed project would be located at least 15 
feet beyond the wetland area and be surrounded by a six- 
foot high fence that is intended to dissipate wave action 
in the event of a storm. The fence would be stainless steel 
wires. The property is located in a velocity and flood 
zone. The gunite pool would be four-foot deep and is 
intended for playing games and volleyball. 

"Is this allowed in a velocity zone/ 7 asked 
Member Steve Gonsalves, who noted that the property 
is located next to an extensive marsh area. "What is the 
worst case scenario/ 7 asked Associate Member Cynthia 
Trinidad. The consensus was that the pool would break 
up and go either into the house or into the water or marsh 
area. The property has an extensive area of upland, on 
which the board also wanted to get more information. 

Other issues of concern were the filtration system 
and any discharge. Charon said that the pool could have 
a replaceable filter so no back flush into wetlands would 
occur. Other issues to research included finding out the 
maximum height of a vertical wall in a velocity zone and 
information on how machinery will get to the proposed 
construction point. 

Gonsalves asked if the applicant had considered 
a salt water pool instead of a chlorinated one. Member 
Jeffrey Doubravan noted that even salt water pools 
require some chlorination. Charon said he would ask his 



client about it as well as present the issues brought up at 
the meeting. 

After deciding to revisit the site and review 
a revised site plan that would flag an area of concern 
between flags seven and eight, the board continued the 
hearing until March 26 at 7:20 pm. 

The next appointment was a discussion of 
a request for a Full Certificate of Compliance for 
constructing a garage and breezeway addition and a 
second floor addition to the dwelling, also for Gale 
P. Runnells of 17 Reservation Road. Mr. Rick Charon 
represented the applicant. 

A review of the site plans showed that a structure 
holding a generator was not noted on the plan. Also not 
shown on the plan was a three-foot block wall in the 
driveway area. "It appears that dirt was placed on top 
of the hay bales and it decomposed and is going into the 
wetlands/ 7 said Member Norman Hills. Charon said that 
the area would have new hay bales installed and that he 
would come back to the commission with a corrected site 
plan. 

Next up, the committee voted on and approved 
the wording of an article to be on the Spring Town 
Meeting warrant for funds to continue the Spr ague's Cove 
Stormwater Remediation Project. Article CI reads: 

"To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate or 
transfer from available funds in the Treasury (free cash) the sum 
of $12,500 to be expended by the Conservation Commission 
for control of invasive species and required maintenance at 
Sprague's Cove and other Conservation Commission responsible 
parcels. 77 

New Member Jeffrey Doubravan and Associate 
Member Cynthia Trinidad reported on their recent 
attendance at the Massachusetts Association of 
Conservation Commissions conference. "It was excellent/ 7 
said Trinidad, who noted that she brought back 
information to share with members. 

Capital Planning Looks Ahead 

Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee 
By Marilou Newell 
As Mattapoisett 7 s Capital Planning Committee 
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nears the halfway mark in the 2015 planning process, 
they are also looking ahead to major expenditures in 
subsequent years. During the second in a series of 
meetings with department heads seeking to secure 
funding of expenses over $10,000, the committee met with 
Nick Nicholson, Superintendent of the Water and Sewer 
Department, and Fire Chief Andrew Murray 

Nicholson described water main rehabilitation 
projects for portions of Marion Road from Prospect Road 
to Aucoot Road. As detailed in his report, this work is 
necessary to prevent further failures of those water lines 
that were installed nearly 90 years ago. He discussed 
using a new process to clean out the lines and also 
installing new fire hydrants. Nicholson is asking the town 
for $315,000 in FY15 for this work. 

New sewer treatment equipment and 
rehabilitation of a digester were next on his list. This 
$71,600 request is Mattapoisett 7 s 10 percent share of the 
total cost of $716,000 spent by Fairhaven to purchase new 
equipment and replacement components. 

The need to purchase more sewer capacity 
from Fairhaven was then discussed. Presently the town 
has 500,000 gallons, but considering future projections, 
Nicholson said the town needed an additional 300,000 
gallons, which should suffice for the next 20 years. He has 
been meeting with Fairhaven sewer staff to discuss future 
needs and the associated costs. The estimate is $500,000. 
He expects to have a firmer figure by the end of March. 

Radio water meter reading equipment has been 
a big success thus far, he then explained. Nicholson 
said that they are discovering about 15 to 20 leaks per 
month that are costly for the homeowner and the town. 
Expansion of this system is needed, he said, with about 
1100 new meters in place and another 1100 to go. He 
wrote in this report that 'meters are the cash register for 
the water and sewer department/ 

Two years ago, the water department started 
testing new well prospects off Acushnet Road, and 
Nicholson said that the results have been favorable for 
building new wells in those locations. He stated that 
newer wells would help the town by ensuring back-up 
water resources in the event of a well failure in another 
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location. He said that, "It is a task we need to do but I 
was taken back at the estimated cost/ 7 Nicholson further 
noted that the cost of the project might impact rates 
in the future. That estimate is $1,400,000 and includes 
completion of a three-phase expansion project. Phase 
one was the just-completed test wells, phase two is a 
complete rehabilitation and expansion of additional 
wells at specific pumping stations, and phase three is 
the hiring of an engineer to prepare specifications for the 
design and installation of the permanent wells, pipe lines, 
design of a new building to house controls and chemical 
feed systems, and associated documentation for bid 
specifications. 

Finally, Nicholson requested $75,000 to replace 
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the 1990 back hoe. 

Next up was Chief Andrew Murray of the Fire 
Department. For FY15, he is requesting $36,000 to replace 
an older Tahoe and $13,995 for repairs to Engine 4. He 
also discussed a $3.5 million request that will emerge 
in FY16 for a new fire station. He said there are three 
scenarios that could be considered: 1) constructing a 
new fire station behind the police station; 2) purchasing 
property on Barstow Street to expand in that direction, 
or 3) keeping the current building and erecting a new 
building at another location to house some fire fighting 
apparatus (two different locations). The first option is 
the one Murray is hoping the public will support. Not 
only is the land already available at the Route 6 location, 
but it would also give the public one location for all 
public safety services. This solution would give the fire 
personnel adequate space while also being large enough 
to house all the apparatus in one space with easy in/ out 
access for faster response times. He felt that if the town 
supports a new fire station, it would satisfy the town's 
needs for the next fifty years. 

The Capital Planning Committee will meet 
again on March 19 at 6:00 pm to discuss the needs of the 
Recreation Department, Harbormaster and local schools. 

The Vote is in on Dual Enrollment 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

A decision was finally made regarding dual 
enrollment courses and GPA credit, and some students 
and parents will not be pleased. 

ORRHS Principal Michael Devoll acknowledged 
on March 12 the push from some parents in the 
community to allow dual enrollment to impact the 
students 7 GPAs; however, it was determined that dual 
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enrollment is not the same thing as taking an Advanced 
Placement class, and therefore should not be given the 
same weight. 

Part of this decision comes from the fact that 
AP classes require 120 hours of class time, while dual 
enrollment college courses require 40 hours and are 15 
weeks long. 

"We're not trying to discourage anyone from 
taking dual enrollment courses/ 7 stated Devoll, despite 
the decision. 

Also during the meeting, Superintendent Doug 
White discussed school choice in the budget, to which 
he proposed that school choice be in its own separate 
account, with whatever remainder left over then used to 
offset accounts. 

By changing how school choice is included in 
the budget by eliminating it from the appropriation, the 
FY15 budget was reduced from $17,060,868 to $16,567,868. 
A motion was made to approve this amount, and the 
committee approved the FY15 budget. 

"It's been a busy month/ 7 said White. 

He continued by naming the various events he 
has attended recently, including the Oxfam banquet on 
world hunger coordinated by the junior high school, the 
early childhood fair held at the high school, and both an 
ice hockey and a basketball game. 

"The rest of my time has been spent on getting the 
budget to a place where it can be approved," said White. 

Food Service Director Caitlin Meagher gave the 
committee a quick report on the lunch program. "[This 
has been] the year for freezer repairs. That was a really big 
job," stated Meagher. Chairperson James O'Brien asked if 
the restrictions on lunch food options make it difficult to 
be creative with the menu, to which Meagher replied that 
it is a challenge.

Journey to the West: Conquering the Demons. Starring 
Wen Zhang and Shu Qi. Directed by Stephen Chow. 
Running time: 110 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 
Available on iTunes, Amazon Instant, and in limited 
theatrical release. 

A Western reader might want to think of Journey 
to the West, Wu Cheng 7 en's 16th-century novel, as the 
Chinese equivalent of The Odyssey — a seminal epic that 
has informed hundreds of stories in all media over the 
years. The tale of a Buddhist monk, Tang Sanzang (or 
Xuanzang), on a pilgrimage to find sacred texts, its most 
recent iteration was 2008' s Jackie Chan-Jet Li vehicle 
The Forbidden Kingdom. Now we have Stephen Chow's 
version, whose subtitle, Conquering the Demons, suggests 
that this is only the first of a series; indeed, it functions 
largely as a prequel, examining the humbler days of 
Xuanzang (Wen Zhang) as a fledgling demon-hunter and 
how he first encounters the three demons who will later, 
at the movie's end, accompany him on his quest. 

Stephen Chow has been down this road before; in 
1995 he starred in the two-part A Chinese Odyssey, wherein 
he played one of Xuanzang' s servants. In recent years 
Chow has come into his own as an actor-director whose 
films Shaolin Soccer and Kung Fu Hustle won him an 
enthusiastic cult in the west. This is his first film in eight 
years (since the rather lukewarmly received C/7), and 
the first he's directed but does not appear in. Chow is 51 
now, and possibly getting a bit long in the tooth for such 
roles as Xuanzang or even the Monkey King, the role he 
played in A Chinese Odyssey, here filled by the grimacing 
Huang Bo. Chow settles instead for infusing the film with 
his obvious love for over-the-top action, melodrama, 
slapstick, and movie references. As an instance of the 
latter, the opening sequence dealing with a water demon 
terrorizing a village is Chow's opportunity to rewrite 
Jaws, if Jaws ended with the shark reverting to human 
form and Roy Scheider reciting nursery rhymes to it. 

Yes, that's Xuanzang's M.O. Instead of destroying 



demons, Xuanzang, following the beliefs of his master, 
prefers to reform them through moral mnemonics. This 
puts him in conflict with fellow demon-hunter Miss 
Duan (Shu Qi), who takes a decidedly more Buffy-esque 
approach. Miss Duan disdains Xuanzang's ineffectual 
methods but finds herself falling in love with the asexual 
monk-in-training, going so far as to stage an ambush with 
several colleagues to get him to have sex with her. (Which 
would seem unf athomably gross if the genders were 
reversed, but never mind; Chow never passes up a chance 
for a laugh, even when the jokes verge on homophobic.) 
Xuanzang would probably get killed without Miss Duan, 
but his destiny as an enlightened monk depends on 
his adherence to nonviolence — Chow subtly sets up a 
dialectic between force and persuasion. 

For fans of the freewheeling Shaolin Soccer and 
Kung Fu Hustle, Chow breaks out one elaborate set-piece 
after another, employing not-always-convincing special 
effects to pit humans or gods against beasts. The water 
demon is an appetizer; most of the movie deals with 
the pursuit of (and retreat from) a fearsome pig demon, 
leading up to Xuanzang's climactic encounter with the 
Monkey King, the most powerful of all. Chow pulls 
out the stops, introducing Buddha himself as a deus ex 
machina who hovers above earth like the Star Child in 
2001. The action, as with Chow's previous films, is flat-out 
cartoonish — a live-action anime — but always with grave 
stakes underneath. Even when the computer-generated 
beasties falter in verisimilitude, the movie is still ecstatic 
eye candy. 

But again, this is only the prologue of a much 
larger story, which may frustrate the uninitiated. Journey 
to the West has already shattered box-office records in 
its native Hong Kong and elsewhere, so sequels are all 
but guaranteed; let's hope Chow gets the next one in the 
can in fewer than eight years. I enjoyed the tension, so 
prevalent in Asian cinema, between brutal physicality 
and peaceful philosophy; in the martial arts these are 
two sides of the same coin, something Jet Li, for example, 
explored in his Fearless. In order to be worthy of the 
Buddhist scriptures he seeks, Xuanzang must believe that 
the monsters who try to kill him are worthy, and capable, 
of redemption. It's an oddly pleasing theme, and ending, 
for a shoot-the-works action-comedy.
